REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of the reasons for allowance: 

The polypeptide(s) of the instant Application are novel and nonobvious fusion proteins, 
comprised of kringle domains of HGF and MSP, that can be used at least to ameliorate HgCl- 
induced damage to mammalian kidneys. The claims of the instant application are directed to 
peptides made of seven well-defined fragments from SEQ ID NO: 18 and 20, connected by 
linker domains and also comprising proteolytic target domains. The claims are free of the prior 
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Art Unit: 1647 

art as the polypeptide has not been studied in the prior art. The specification provides 
experimental evidence of utility and enablement under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. The 
claims also meet 35 U.S.C. 1 12- second paragraph requirements because the claims point out and 
distinctly claim the invention.
